Miner Crushed to Death. 

Harry Cornice, a coal miner at 
work in the Empire mines, was in- 
stantly killed while at his work Tues 
day morning.

Eddtvilli, July 10.— The conven- 
tion was organized at 1 p. m. to-day 
by t h« election of Chas. H. Bush, of 
Christian, as temporary chairman, 
elected without opposition. 

On motion committees on organiza- 
tion, resolutions and credentials were 
appointed, consisting of five members 
each, one from each county and the 
fifth named by the chair.

The committee on organization re- 
ported Judge Robt. Crenshaw, of 
Trigg, for permanent chairman, and 
W. W. Martin, of Lyon, for secretary, 
with the Democratic members of tho 
district press, present as delegates, aa 
assistants. This report was also 
adopted in short order, without ob- 
jection. 

The committee on resolutions re- 
ported as follows: 

We, the Democracy of the third 
judicial district of Kentucky in con* 
vention assembled, endorse the ac- 
tion of the district committee in call- 
ng this convention and accept the 
basis of representation as fixed by the 
district committee. 

Ressolved, That we reaffirm our 
allegiance to the Democratic party 
and accept and endorse the princi- 
ples enunciated by the recent state 
convention at Louisville J une 25. '95. 

Resolnkd, That we heartily com- 
mend the ticket nominated by said 
convention to the Democracy of this 
district and call upon all Democrats 
to give it their earnest and loyal sup- 
port. 

Resolved, That we endorse the 
able and patriotic administration of 
our present state officials and express 
our full confidence in the purpose of 
the Democratic party to continue an 
honest and economical administra- 
tion of state affairs. 

This report was unanimously 
submitted and adopted without dis- 
cussion. 

The nomination of candidates was 
begun at 2 p. m. Judge L. C. Linn 
was named by T. A. Miller and sec- 
onded by Rev. Hoover.

In a dingy little room and a dingy 
little hotel. almost the lest of ihe antique 
structures which yet linger as remem- 
brances of the palmy days of the now 
almost obliterated "Rum row," 
the greatest generals of the war of the 
rebellion lies upon a bed which he will 
not leave until he Is taken thence to 
the cemetery, says a Washington corre- 
spondent. 

Of* afl the brilliant generals of the 
war the fate of Gen. Alfred Pleasanton 
is the most curious. In ability to plan 
and daring to execute he was eifUal, if 
not superior, to Oen. Philip Sheridan, 
and had Pleasanton remained In the 
regular army he would doubtless have 
passed through life equally honored 
and prominent, and passed away with 
similar honors. 

As is well known, Gen. Pleasanton 
was a member of a distinguished fam- 
ily of eastern Pennsylvania. His elder 
brother, Gen. A. J. Pleasanton. was a 
brave and distinguished officer of the 
war, who held many high Civil and mil- 
itary positions in Pennsylvania, and a 
few years ago made a great stir by 
his theory of the curative properties 
of solar rays when passed through blue 

A slight vein of ecceatricity. a ten- 
dency toward the adoption of daring 
theories, a contempt for the sodden ig- 
norance and stagnation of the masses, 
and a high respect for the aristocracy 
of self, which seemed to run through 
the whole family, became strongly 
marked in the great cavalry general 
when he retired from active life, and 
finally landed him a hypochondriac and 
recluse in the not over sweet oxygen of 
the little room in "Rum row." 

From this seclusion he has not 

nerged for more than four years, and 
into it no man has intruded in nil that 
period, with the exception of three per- 
sons, who have handled his pay as a re- 
tired officer of the army and attended 
to his purchases and the pavment of 
his bills and his legal affairs.

zette by his aged father. The persona! 
description tallied in a measure with 
that of his long-lost son, and correspon- 
dence followed. But the clouded mind 
of the man contained no clear vision of 
Van Wert. He remembered vividly 
the home of his boyhood and wrote an 
exact description of it as he had last 
seen it, a quarter of a century before— 
log house and stone chimney, the well 
with the long sweep to raise the buck- 
et, the high-banked stream that ran 
through the farm— all still as he had 
left them, for chnnges are slow in the 
homes of plain people of our country.

The story of Rip Van Winkle is thrill- 
ing to an audience when the old man 
pulls from his leathern pouch the old 
contract which Diedrieh Van Beekman 
wanted him to sign, twenty years be- 
fore. It is paralleled by a part of the 
evidence of the identification of Hugh 
Thompson. From the day of his wound 
and loss of memory, through all his 
wanderings he carried a little Testa- 
ment given him by a sister, with an in- 
scription in rhyme, when he enlisted.

his services in the Mexican and Indian 
wars; of his rapid promotion from 
rank- to another until he wore the 
epaulets of a major general of volun- 
teers, of his brilliant services at Chan- 
cellorsville, Boonesborough, South 
Mountain, Antietam, Gettysburg, 
which last mighty battle he was chief 
in command of the cavalry division of 
the army, and in many other battles; 
of his resignation subsequent to the 
close of the war, his presidency of a 
western railroad and other civil pur- 
suits, only a mere reference need be 
made in this connection. 

Nearly a score of years ago Gen. 
Pleasanton adopted the life of an abso- 
lute idler, save that he devoted much 
time to books. He was an omnivorous 
reader of critical descriptions of bat- 
tles and a devoted student of the career 
of the great Napoleon. It is probable 
that no man of his time had so readily 
at his tongue's end every detail of the 
battle of Waterloo, drawn from every 
available source of map and volume. 
He never tired of discussing this one of 
the most important battles of history, 
and from impromptu diagrams, exactly 
correct, as to the positions of the va- 
rious armies at varkius moments of 
the battle, and with perfectly familiar 
description of the topography of the 
field, he would entertain his friends 
and point out the mistakes of Napoleon, 
and how by a change of plans he might 
have won the fateful battle. 

Gen. Pleasanton's criticisms of most 
of the commanding officers of the war 
of the rebellion were unsparing, and 
more than once cropped out in maga- 
zine articles, one of the most notable 
of which appeared a few years ago 
among the remarkable war articles of 
the Century magazine, and which chas- 
tised Gen. Hooker severely for his con- 
duct of the battle of Chancellorsville. 

Such criticisms arrayed the regular 
army influence against him, and played 
a conspicuous part in the opposition to 
his retirement by act of congress, 
which, after long years of delay, was 
only accomplished in 1889, when he was 
retired with the rank of a colonel of 
the regular army. 

Previous to that time the treueral 
lived the life of a bohemian upon ex-

Th.> Chautauqua Fourth, 
Lexington, Kt., July 4.-—Thb na 
tional day is tiuly a gala day in this 
city. On Main street one might im- 
agine himself traveling the renowned 
Broad way and trying by main force 
and awkwardness to thread his way 
through the struggling mass of hu- 
manity. 

Soon, however, the crowd is grad- 
ually transferred by elegantlv fin- 
ished electric cars to the celebrated 
Chautauqua grounds at Woodland 
Park. This is the most beautiful 
spot of the kind in the State and Lex- 
ington is justly proud of it. An au- 
ditorium seating more than 3.000 per- 
sons, a Ministers hall and other pub- 
lic buildings for the use of teachers 
and instructors, adorn the , interior, 
while rustic seats under the shadows 
of inviting trees are temptingly 
placed for 'lovers' of quiet pleasure 
and those who may wish to meditate 
on the true beauties of nature; also 
in toe midst of which is the band 
stand, and from which the morning, 
afternoon and evening air vibrates 
wif h some stirring and patriotic airs.

METAL PPCDUCTION LAST YEAR

The statistics or the mineral and 
metal production of the United state; 
in 1884, compared with the output in 
I" ... I. live i , oiled with care and 

wcic ] ul>'.i> 1 cl r vcntly by the En> 
gineerin;; i.hd Mining Journal. 

The total value of the mineral and 
metal production of tbe United States 
in 1894 and Ib'M was as follows: 1898, 
flir..S4il,800 : l MM, $.-,53,272,!)02s decline, 
$62,578,004, or 0 per cent. This great 
fulling off was, however, due far more 
to lower prices than to lessened quanti- 
ty of the product. Thus the value oi 
our coal production declined last vea? 
813,783,828, or 7 per cent., while Id 
quantity it fell off only 6,'2J0,070 short 
tons, or per cent. This compara- 
tively small decline in the volume of 
coal produced is substantially a meas- 
ure of the whole mineral output of the 
country. 

The copper output increased 8 per 
cent., from 327,255,788 pounds in 1808 to 
853,504,814 pounds in 1894, though in 
value itdecllned no less than 11,030,508, 
or i x A per cent. 

The production of gold increased 
from 135,955,000 in 1803 to $30,701,205 in 
1894, but the commercial value of the 
silver produced declined from $47,3U,- 
450 in 1893 to $31,403,531 in 1894, a fall 
of *15 : 007,929, or 34 per cent. This was 
partly due to a reduced production, 66,- 
500,000 ounces in 1893 and only 49,848,- 
875 ounces in 1894, but the price also 
declined from 78.2 cents per ounce in 
1893 to 63 cents in 1894. 

Pig iron showed a heavy decline in 
quantity, from 7,047,384 long tons in 
1893 to 0,057,388 tons in 1894, but the 
value declined much more than the 
quantity, or from $93,S88,809 in 1893 to 
$71,006,303 in 1894, a falling off in values 
of 23^ per cent., and in quantity only 
5K per cent. 

The value of spelter declined $1,000,- 
000, though the quantity produced fell 
off but 2,250 tons. 

On the whole the mineral industry of 
the United States has made a highly 
satisfactory record in 1894 in the quan- 
tity produced over such an enormous 
shrinkage of values. With prices lower 
than ever before thought possible, and 
in the majority of cases lower than sim- 
ilar articles are produced anywhere 
else in the world, the output has de- 
clined but little. The low prices no 
doubt maintained a large consumption, 
and now, with reviving prosperity and 
prices, the producers will reap the 
harvest for which they planted in the 
hard times.

WHAT ARMY BUTTONS SIGNIFY. 



Different Designs and Styles 

the Kank of the Officers. 
The interrelation of the buttons on a 
uniform is just as much a matter of 
regulation as the cut of a coat. The 
general wears two rows of buttons on 
the breast of his frock coat, twelve In 
each row placed by fours. The dis- 
tance between the rows Is five and a 
half at the bottom. The lieutenant 
general Is entitled to only tea buttons 
In each row placed by threes. The 
brigadier general, eight, in groups of 
two. The colonel, lieutenant colonel 
and major have nine buttons In each 
row, arranged at equal distances. 

There are different designs, of course, 
not only for the buttons of the army, 
the navy and marine corps, but for the 
different branches of the service. There 
are the infantry, artillery and cavalry 
buttons, the engineers' buttons, the 
ordinary corps button, and the button 
of the marine corps, and the nary but- 
ton. The navy button is made in Eng- 
land, because no American manufac- 
turer has been able to make a bronze 
which the sea air will not tarnish. All 
of these buttons the army and navy 
tailor must keep on hand and send on 
according to regulation.
